A recent letter from Miles city, Mon- 
tana, to the New York Times says: 
Never since’ the dark days of 1868 4 has 
Montana been so overrun with’ horse 
thieves, road agents and other bad 
characters as at the present time. Both 
whites and reds have taken a hand at 
the business, as though endeavoring to 
see which could outdo’ the other in 
deeds of villainy and acts of crime. As 
it stands both parties are about even, 
with no back counties to hear from. The 
first act of the past year was committed 


May 15, near Glendive, by a welt organ-, 


band of road agents; who made a 
murderous attack on Major Whipple, a 
regular army paymaster, in the hope of 
securing somie $18,000 or $20,000 which 
that ofhcer was carrying to pay off the 
troops at Fort Buford. The scheme 
failed, owing to the fact that the mules 
became frightened at the rapid firing 
and ran away with the ambulance in 
which the funds were being transported. 
A brave soldier, however, was killed, 
Sergeant Aquila Coorod, and two others 
were badly wounded. 


About the same time Con Murphy, the 
notorious road agent, made his escape 
from the Deer Lodge penitentiary, where 
he had .been incarcerated for several 
years, and commenced operations in the 
western part of the Territory. On May 
26 he made a bold attempt to ‘thold up” 
the Benton coach, near Mitchell's ranch, 
on which occasion passengers were 
robbed in broad daylight. His partner, 
George Munn, was detailed to go over 
into Idaho and makea raid on Ricks’s 
ranch, and get what money he could. 
Ricks was a wealthy cattleman and had 
a great deal of ready cash on his prem. 
ises. Kicks, however, was fully pre- 
pared for the attack, and when the hgh- 
waymen came in sight, Ricks, with 
eighteen or twenty covrboys at his back, 
rode boldly’ forth to meet them, and 
‘‘smote” the robber chieftain dead in his 
tracks and put his band to flight. 
Murphy was captured a few weeks later 
and lodged in the jai) at Helena, where 
it was supposed he would be secure, but 
on the night of July 21, he broke jail, 
through the aid of confederates, and is 
now at libertv.

HOW HELOOKED, TALKED AWD LIVED 
In ALEXANDRIA. 


Personal Heceliections of the First 
President—-His Domestic 
ttens-—Daily Life at Mount Vernon. 


I have spent much time in the grass 
grown streets of Alexandria, Va., chat- 
ting with the old citizens about George 
Washington, and gethering together 
such traditions of him as have come 
down to them from their fathers, writes 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Cleveland Leader. Washington died in 
1799, and there are none living in Alex- 
andria old enough to have kuown him, 
but Alexandria was his business place 
for years. He lived at Mount Ver- 
non, only nine miles away, and bis mark- 
eting, buving and gencral business was 
done at Alexandria. He voted there. He 
had a little office built on a lot which he 
bought when he was a young man, and 
it was only a few years ago that it was 
torndown: Alexandria was, in fact, his 
nearest tewn, and here he came to dance 
at the hotel parties, trade at the stores, 
and to talk politics on the street corners. 
Mr. William Carne, the youngest man I 
talked with, was perhaps fifty years old. 
Mr. Carne said: ‘‘The last of the old 
men who remembered Washington per- 
sonally passed away about twenty 
years ago, and it is very late 
to attempt to get authentic imformation 
about him. I was born in Alexdhdria, 
and I have been engaged al! my life in 
studying Washington's character, and 
have talked with all the old citizens of 
Alexandria, for the past thirty years and 
more, iv regard to him. He would take 
his stand on the steps of the City Hotel 
and would begin to address the crowd 
on the greatness of Washington and tell 
them anecdotes and gossip concerning 
him. I have made an especial study of 
Washington as a young man. The tra- 
ditions of Alexandria represent him as a 
very proper young fellow, six feet tall, 
rather state!y in carriage, and execedingly 
fond of horses. He liked to try new 
horses, and it ‘s said that during asingle 
day he rode ten different horses into 
Alexandria. Every one tells me he made 
a fine-looking figure on horseback. He 
sat straight and had thorough command 
of his steed. This straightness he kept 
until the last. He’ is said to have danced 
a good deal as a young man, and to have 
been very fond of balls. 

I have no doubt that he danced some- 
what, but I do not think he ever unbent 
himself to any extent. The dance of 
ante-revolution days was far different 
from the waltz and the fantastic german 
of the present. The minuet, for in- 
stance, is more like a funeral tread than 
a ball-room skip, and Washington could 
easily move through this without appear- 
ing anything but eminently respectable. 
custom in those days, but I don’t think 
he ever frequented the taverns or gos- 
sipped at the doggeries. 


As to his circumstances as a young 
man, they were rather poor, and he 
léarned habits of business which stood 
him well in later years. He did not 
begin to make money until he became a 
survevor, and then he made it very fast, 
earning twenty-five dollars a day. As 
to his business contracts, I believe he 
was very liberal in making a contract, 
but he was very rigid in exacting its 
fulfillment. He wanted everything set 
down in the agreement, and I have seen

od. He described him as straight as an 

merican Indian, and as free in his walk 
asa savage.” From the stories I have 
heard of Washington, I have tried to 
picture him in my mind’s eye. He wasa 
tall man, padded with muscle. He was 
six feet two in his shoes, and he weighed 
210 pounds in his prime. He wore about 
number eleven shoes and had gloves 
three times as large as the average. His 
hands were so large that they were a 
curiosity, and his whole frame was bony 
and large-jointed. He had a broad 
chest, but nota fullone. It was rather 
hollow, and he was troubled in his last 
days with a cough. His mouth was 
firm; his lower jaw gripped theeupper 
with a Sdhereatnad rip. In later years 
he lost his teeth, and the false ones he 
got did not fit well, and pushed out his 
lower lip. He had- eyes of cold light 
gray, which could look stern and angry 
upon occasion, and which seldom 
smiled. He was as wide at the hips as 
at the shoulders, and kept his straight- 
ness of stature to the last. He had

Dinner wasa big meal at 
Mt. Vernon, and Washington ate noth- 
ing after it. He usually drank five 
glasses of Madeira wine at dessert, but I 
have never heard of his being drunk. 
He was not opposed to the moderate use 
of liquor, and when he was first elected 


to the house of Burgesses of Virginia,, 


among the items of his election po ree 
were 2 hogshead and a barrel of whisky, 
thirty-five gallons of wine, and forty- 
three gallons of beer. Inthe Virginia 
house he did not cut a great figure. He 
was not much of a speaker, but he was 
popular, or he could not have held his 
place for fifteen years as he did. I have 
understood that he treated his slaves 
very well, but that he made them work 
and would allow no foolishness among 


them. Washington liked the theatre, 
and he was fond of dancingin early 
life.”
